Direct Steam Navi|?stlOH. 

The proBout delay of tlio Active mnsl 
direct our ullontioa to Iho subject of 
steam coinmanicatiou with San Francis- 
co and Pauuina, vvhicii lins been often 
discusBetl, fiiicl llie importnuce of wliicb 
is generally admiUcd. Is it not flti'ango 
that a colony of Giont Britain should bo 
eoliroly dcpondaat upoa foreigners for 
the present tedious and uncertain means 
of commanicatiou 1 la it not a matter 
ofBurpriso that a piaco which it takes 
8700,000 per annum to govern, aud 
bttlf-a^dozcn ebipa of war to protect, 
has i.ot a single steamer of its own 
between hero aud San Francisco ? Pop- 
r nlation is deterred from our gates by 
high farep; our eupplies mode ex on- 
sivo by Iho prices of freigLt; season af- 
ter seuHOu goods depreciated in valae by 
delay, nsid our mi ils uncertain , yet liulu 
is done. We were not, ahviiys so apa- 
ihetic on tbis subjoot. In iSo'J the 
Norwood waji ^placedvon tbe route to 
San Pranoisco fof 'a sfaort'titue, and then 
•' . withdrawn. In I860 nn eiHliusiasUc 
■ pablio mootiiiy was held, and a decision 
nnauimoosly declared ilmt the colony 
should have a steamer of its own bu- 
tween this and San Francisco. A coni- 
iriiltee.waUod npoDk the oijonts ot the 
' Labbachere,* but were informed thut iho 
-steamer could not be withdrawn from 
the trade in which she was then engaged, 
and there the matter dropped. Again, 
in the Spring of ISGG, wlien the discov- 
ery of gold on the tributarioa of the 
. apper Columbia promised to ullruot 
-'popaiation, the ncoeasity lor a coloniai 
lisc T;i2 brought ioroibly liomo to us. 
Wo Ituew well that although the ad- 
vantages were in favor of the Fraser 
river route, yet'tradejJknd Jlpfty^l to and, 
from theso gold" fieldi would Inevitafcljf 
pass through Amerlean territory unless 
we bestirred ouraelves. The Chamber 
of Gssu-oicrcs acted 'v:t.b..flj.i-nr.gy, and 
the prompt manner iu which the gen- 
eral desire was reapondod to by the 
HoddOn Bay^ Company plaoing the La- 
bonohere'on'theTOiale to San Francises, 
was hailed with iue liveliest sati-fiiOr. 
tion, It was felt to bo a stop in ihe 
right direction. The Colonial Govern- 
ment gra:.tod au adequate subsidy for 
carrying iho mails, and the merchants 
znanifested their appreo'a.tiQD by a lib> 
.Qeral support. The ioes 'of that vessel 
is still 'felt and deplored. There was 
'SC|jo other vessel to take her place, and 
not only the Company but the colony 
was discouraged ; and at last wo have 
become too timid to think of having a 
Bteamei' of oncri o?rn. Few will main., 
' tain- itSiP the neoossity has passed away. 
;i'%lthbugh it be granted that our mails 
i" N .8re regularly received and at a moder- 
ate cost, the necessity for direct com- 
munication is still at greai us when the 
Labonchore was put upon the route. 
Our position cannot be altered until the 
colony pcfsseBses a leading control in the 
carrying trade of the coast. The pas- 
Bogo money (S-lO for a voyage of 
four dayV is excessive It is a tax which 
preveiit-i our meif.liuni,« vjHj^ing Sun 
Francisco, and many o( the families 
coming hither in the .Summer- Costly 
goods from Buropb are delayed at Sun 
Francisco and at Port land, and their side 
dcfltroyed. Will ilie proljablo trade 
support a Colonial Htoamer .'' Will it 
sustain one agalnal the oppOiitiou of the 
powerful Company that controlH the 
route a* ilie present liine ? This must 
be steadily kep'' in view. We raigbi 
answer by saying it pays them to have 
two Bieamers on tho route jeiweeii Vic- 
toria and Portland, aud a direci steamer 
about onoo a mou.h from San Francisco 
— aud wii^ noi. us ? Tbsy are fullj 
' '".alive to the importance and ultiuiaie 
vaino of ihc canyiii^; trade of the coast, 
to wbieh Brilieh (Joluinbia is destined 
ccniritva'.e !:;:"'-'!^'.

future article. ' Sooie'speak" of^ Confed- 
yiv^eration. This or any other ecbomo thai 
" ^'"^gecnreH regular, direct, steam commu* 
nication, will do us good. But wiih- 
without this commorco will languisli 
and our popt ition decrease. As 
it ia,' our import and- export trade is 
sufficienl'te enooofSE^' the ostablish- 
mcnt ot a sleatner that would mako 
two t.ips per month: and this, wo be- 
lieve, would 1)0 incrca. ed by ihe fiioilities 
offered. Th'. io are uvo oorpuratioua in 
the colony with iar^e interests which 
would Ijo Kullieiciitly onhaoced in vaue 
BO justify ilie e.xpcriment. The Hud- 
son Bay Company possOHs hundreds of 
acres of land, most eligibly siiuated iu 
the environs ot V'cloriu, and e.xtond-^ 
ing to Iho magnificmt harbor of liaqui- 
nialt, which, with an ineieaso of popu- 
lation, would immodii'tuly become vi.in- 
able. The Vancouver Coal Company 
are interested in like manner in the 
growih of tho town of .Nauaimo, a.s 
wo'l aH in the question of cheap labor 
lor their mines. It would seem, thoro- 
lore, that theso companies, if from uo 
other consideration than_ that of en- 
hancing tho value of their respective 
' properties and developing ro.iourcos 
' they control, should either jointly or 
singly h.ive had a sioaiiier between this 
and California. At present they control 
a contiderablo pouioii of both the out- 
ward and inward freights, and we fool 
sure that, Avith a saitablo vossel, the 
undertaking would receive an undivided 
support from tho morcliants and colon- 
ials from ViuloriiL to Cariboo. Whether 
by these companieH, or by a comblnaN 
liuu among our morchuut.", Wo must 
have obeup, regular and direct commu- 
nication. Wo huve Wailed too long 
without it ; aud if we wait much longer 



j with our land aud other resouroes de^ 
preolating in value, we will not be oble 
to uudortaKe it with a luir prospect of 
success. Population is virtually ex-' 
eluded, and the most oniorprising dis- 
couraged. Unless wc bestir ourselves 
now tTjo golden opportunity will pass 
away ucv'T to be recalled.

ninth parallolof latitude. Paradoxi- 
cal as it may appear, there aio in thi.-i 
Colony llioso who af-piru to direct pub- 
lic ihoiight and action, would-bo irir, 
banes of the people, who. are assidu. 
onsly, possibly insi'Jionsly ondedvouriuL; 
10 prove to the Colonists that it is utter 
folly to CXI cut such a line to he con- 
struoted, at lousl in their day, and who 
are seeking to convince capitalists I'jat 
such an undertaking would presont 
au opportunity' for.^ lllii8trating,! the 
adage about a fool and his money. Even 
if such were our opinion — which it as" 
Buredly is not — v.'e should hesitate to 
seek to prevent English eapin.l, which is 
bogging for 2i per cent, iniereni, being 
employed on tiio ccnlini'nt. Yet there 
oaa be but . little danger upprobeuded 
fromtsnqh' wretched oioakings. Shrewd 
men will prefer to torm their own 
conclusions ; and tiicy will loadily per- 
ceive that the work innnesuon will pro- 
sunt a most sure and piolitablo means 
of employing capital. Looliing at the 
.Amerioaa principle of laud grants, one

She 
ifl qneen of commerce and mistress of 
iho seas. But 'et her neglect the ad> 
vanlaL'os f.OHS ssed in the 'norlliwe.n 
passage' through the Djinmion, and in 
ton years the Jilnglish'morchant will buy 
his Io,.b in JS'ow York ! It has been 
nhowii lutit s^ioh a riiilw.iy is essential 
to thoHuccoss of Ihe gr"af sch'Mno of 
Confo'Jeralion. Without it Britisii C j!- , 
uiuhiacaii never remain J^ritwh. Wiili- 
out it the Dominion of JJinada muit 
full peioemoal^iiita^ tfae unsatiable maw 
of Brother Jd|'aiBan. Without it the 
present esntaryt will see 'the stars and 
stripoc' of the' great Kepiiblio proudly 
waiving over every fool of territory 
north of the Mis^islippi. It has been 
showu, moreover, by cooiparaii vc stulo- 
menla that such a line ot railway 
woultl possess onopmou.s advanta- 
ges ovor all coiopoliiorp, in the sliort- 
ncsiS of routo, irecJom from heavy grnd- 
eiits unci shaiji onrvaturos, in iho ahuii 
dance of the fuel aud water supply 
over the entire route, in the high aduj)< 
latiou of itheiCoaiitry irayersed^ipr por--
